The faid Baker knowing his Eſtate in the Premiſes to be determin'd by the Death of the ſaid George Gernon, without Iſſue Male; 
prefer'd a Petition to the Houſe of Commons of Ireland, of the ſame Purport with that now preſented to this Honourable Houſe, 
praying that Heads of a Bill might be brought in to transfer the Eſtates of the ſaid Edward and William, to the faid Baker, under 
the notion of deſtroying Remainders limited to Papiſts, tho? the faid William is a Proteſtant of an Ancient Engliſb Proteſtant 
Family, Son of Sir Thomas Forteſcue, Knight, and has ſeven Children by the ſaid Margaret, bred Proteſtants. ; for which Rea- 
ſon they have hitherto been depriv'd of the ſaid Eſtate. 5 
Which Petition being referr'd to a Committee, the Committee upon hearing Council on both ſides, were unanimoufly of 
Opinion, the Heads of a Bill ought not to bereceiv*d on the ſaid Petition.

Secondly, Becauſe the Remainderin Tail limited to the faid Edward, being Executed, and the Eſtate veſted in him, Mr. Ba 
ker might with as much Reaſon and, Juſtice; Petition to have the Lands of any other Perſon ſettled on him by Act of Parlia- 
ment, as the ſaid Eſtate he now Petitions for. „„ — 5 
Thirdly, That the forfeited Eſtati of the faid George was never veſted in the Truſtees, by the Act of Reſumption, and 
ſo decreed by them on the ſaich Eumard's Claim; That if the forfeited Eſtate Tail had been veſted in the Truſt, yet by a partt- 
cular Clauſe in the ſaid Act, proyiding for Berſons compriz'd within the Articles of Limerick; the Eſtate of the ſaid Edward was 
ſufficiently ſecured, fo that the grantingof the ſaid Petition would be a Violation of publick Faith, given by the faid Articles 
which are confirmed by ſeveral Acts of Parliament. | | 
That if Meriting well of the Government, were a reaſon to take away a Papiſt's Eſtate, and to give it to ſuch Meriting Pro- 
teſtant, which is the only Foundation of the Petition, yet this Eftate ought not to be given to the Petitioner, becauſe the ſaid 
Willam Forteſcaez- who is ſeiz d of the Reverſion after the Determination of the ſaid Edward's Eſtate, who has no Child, nor 
Hopes of any, and is upwards of 60 Years of Age, and has actually agreed to convey the ſame to the ſaid William Forteſcue, 
ho was as Eminently ſerviceable in the late Rebellion, as the Petitioner's Father, ſuffer'd and loſt more than he could poſſi- 
bly do, he being at the time of the Revolution in no Poſt, and never before more than a Lieutenant of Foot, the ſaid William 
Forteſcue having laid down the Command of a Foot Company, to take Service for the Proteſtant Intereſt, who was poſſeſs d 
of more than 2000 |. which was taken from him by the Rebels, and ſome of his Children periſh'd in Ditches, yet did not apply 
tor any Recompenſe, and Baker has receiv'd above 5 1. from the Crown already. | ;
